Of 400 women em- 
ptoyed In the mllla, iOO work all nlgbt. 

When Oeorge W. Perkins was asked 
by a New York Times reporter for an 
explanation of the conditions in ao 
eBtubllHhnieTit of which he is one of 
th'' (llietioni. he innde, In part, the 
following remarkable reply: "This 
night work has been rendered neces- 
sary largely l>ecauae of the govern- 
ment's perfectly unreaaonable attitudu 
toward large corpomtlone. wbicb baf 
made It Impoeelble fk>r managera of 
large eonoema to know wbetber tbey 
were on foot or boraeback, whether 
they could expand their plans to keep 
up with Increasing demands or not."
